SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The scenes of sexual violence and coercion in Masseuse II take up a considerable 
part of the video recording and are presented as legitimate vehicles for sexual arousal. 
These scenes are reinforced by the theme sexualising the same female’s distress and 
suicide. It is considered that the publication tends to promote and support the use of 
violence and coercion to compel any person to participate in or submit to sexual 
conduct and its availability is likely to be injurious to the public good. The publication is 
therefore deemed objectionable. 
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
